Mr. Alexander Jamieson, of Berlin, in 
Australia, has constructed a buggy con- 
sisting exclusively of iron and steel. In 
place of hickory spokes and oak felloes, 
he has employed wrought iron tubes and 
T-iron. The tubes fit into the axle-box 
at one end and are riveted to the T iron 
at the other. The first noticeable effect 
has been to add to the weight of the 
vehicle. This has accrued in spite of 
tbe thinness of the parte. The cost also 
bas been enhanced. The extra weight is 
not considered important by the maker, 
in view of the strength which must resuh 
in tea the use of iron in place of wood, 
nor should it be felt, once a start is made, 
except in the ascent of hills.

In preparing to build an iron vessel 
it must be first decided what she istodo, 
where she is to go, and how she is to be 
moved. The character of the coast a 
ship is to visit determines her shape »nd 
capacity. If she is always to keep in 
deep waters, and to follow the great 
commercial highways of the world, she 
must be built to sail in every sea ; must 
be ready to encounter the dangers of 
every climate, hot monsoons of Indian 
seas or the freezing storms of the north 
Atlantic. If she is to visit our southern 
ports and rivers, she must be flat-bot- 
tomed and of light draught, that she 
may creep over the shallow bars in 
safety. If she is to ascend swift and 
narrow rivers, Bhe must be provided 
with ample means of ventilation and 
shaded decks. If her way leads to 
northern ports, she must be ready to 
ride the tremendous seas and the furi- 
ous gales of the North Atlantic. If her 
cargo is to be coal, she will assume one 
shape; if cotton, quite another. If she is 
to have paddles, she takes one form; if a 
screw, quite another. 

Having decided all this, having settled 
upon her length, depth, width, and 
capacity, and fixed the cost, the next 
step is to make the model. A cabinet- 
maker carefully prepares a number of 
pieces of choice wood of exactly equal 
thickness, say, from four to six inches 
wide, and from a yard to one and a half 
yards long. At the same time he selects 
an equal number of pieces of veneer of 
the same size, choosing a veneer of a 
dark color or a color contracting with 
the other wood. These boards are care- 
fully laid one over the other, with the 
veneer between each, and the whole is 
then glued together to make a solid 
block. Out ot this block the designer 
shapes a model of one-half of tbe hull of 
the ship. He gives this block the exact 
shape the future ship is to assume when 
Been from the side. Only a half model 
is made, as the two sides of the ship will 
be simply duplicates of the model. 

Everything depends upon the skill of 
the designer. The ship's speed, capac- 
ity, draught, and safety depend upon the 
shape he gives this wooden model. Men 
; are not taught to make models : t he good 
designer is born, not made. The imagi- 
nation that can see the future ship in the 
block on wood, the sure eye that can 
draw the exquisite lineB of bow and 
stern, the delicate hand "that can realize 
these lines of beauty, come not by observ- 
ation. They are gifts. 

The architect making plans of houses 
and temples has comparatively an easy 
task. The drawing gives a clear idea of 
the appearance of the future building, 
and his work is perfectly plain and sim« 
pie. The marine architect must com- 
bine science with beauty of form, or, 
• rather, his science must be expressed in 
a beautiful form. The model must be

chant passes it for a dollar to the custom- 
house officer for import duties, and the 
United States treasurer passes it as a dol- 
lar to a soldier, and the soldier passes it as 



ship will sink in the water, how the 
bows will part the water in front, 
how the displaced water may sweep past 
the sides and under the stern. The model 
must show how deep the screw will be 
submerged, How far the ship may heel 
over under the infuenoe of her sails or 
the waves in safety, and how she will be 
upborne from moment to moment on the 
ever-shifting waves. His art is the careful 
adjustment of forces one against the 
other, the weight against the flotation 
or buoyancy, the resistance of the water 
against the power of her screw and engines, 
the force of the waves and wind against 
her own stability. The finished model 
is full of grace and beauty ; but it cones 
not from the mere blending of sweeping 
curves and swelling lines, but from the 
balance of these forces. It is beautiful 
because the repose of forces in equilibrium 
is always beautiful. Certainly, if the 
architect is called an artist, the model- 
maker is fully his equal. — [Charles 
Barnard, in Harper's Magazine. 

of Sudden I>e»ath. 



Very few of the sudden deaths which 
are said to arise from diseases of the 
heart do really arise from that cause. 
To ascertain the real origin of sadden 
death), experiments have been tried in 
Europe and reported to a scientific 
congress held at Strasbourg. Sixtv-six 
cases of sudden death were made the 
subject of a thorough post-mortem exam- 
ination. In these only two wens found 
who had died from disease of the heart. 
Nine out of sixty-six had died of apo- 
plexy, while there were forty-six cases of 
congestion of the lungs — that is the 
lungs were so full of blood that' they 
could not work, there not being blood 
enough for a quantity of air to enter to 
support life. The causes that produce 
congestion of the lungs are cold feet, 

still, chilled after being warmed with 
labor or rapid walking, going too sudden- 
ly from dose, heated rosins into the cold 
air, espedally after speaking, and sudden 
depressing news operating on the blood. 
The causes of sudden .death being known, 
an avoidance of them may serve to 
lengthen many valuable lives which 
would otherwise be lost under the ver- 
dict " heart complaint." The disease is 
supposed to be inevitable and incurable ■

Spinoza 
t alis Christ 'the symbol of Divine wis- 
dom ; Kant aid Jacobi bold him up as 
the symboljof ideal perfection, and Schel- 
ling and Hegel as that Jof the union of 
the Divine and human. "I este« m the 
gospels," says Goethe, " to b<- thoroughly 
genuine, for there shines forth from the 
reflected splendor of a sublimity, pro- 
ceed iog from the person of Jesus Christ, 
of so divine a kind as only the divine 
could ever have manifested upon ear h." 
" How petty are the liwks of the phil- 
osophers, with all their |iom"," says 
Rousseau, M compared with the gos- 
pels ! " " Can it be that the writings at 
once so sublime aad so simple ar«- the 
work of men .' Can He whose life they 
tell be Himself no more than a mere 
man? Is there any thing, in His charac- 
ter, of the enthusiast of the ambitious 
sectary .'

The#e 
Jews could never have struck this tone, 
or thought of this morality, and the 
i gospel has characteristics of truthful- 
ness -o grand, so striking, so perfectly 

l»e even more wonderful than He whom 
they portray." " Yes, if [the death of 
Socrates be that of a sage, the life and 
death'of Jesus are those of a God." 

Thomas Carlyle reireatedly expresses 
a similar reverence. " JesuB ot Naz- 
areth,'' says he, "our divinest symbol. 
Higher has the human thought not yet 
reached." "A symbol of quite peren- 
nial, infinite character, whose significance 
will ever demand to be anew inquired 
into, and anew made manifest." Dr. 
Channing says: "The character of 
Jesus is wholly inexplicable on human 
principles.'' Matthias Claudius, one of 
the j*ople's poets of Germany, last cen- 
tury, writes to a friend : " No one ever 
thus loved (as Chriit did), nor did any- 
thir g so truly grr at and gcod as the bible 
tells us of Him ever enter into tie 1 cart 
of man. It is a holy form, which rises 
before the j>oor pilgrim lite a star in the 
night, and Fatisfies his innermost craving, 
his most secret yearnings and hopes." 
" Jesus Christ," says the exquisite geu- 
ius. Herder, " is, in the noblest and most 
perfect sense, the realized idea ot hu. ■ 
manity." 

No one will accuse the First Napoleon 
of being either a pietist or weak-minded. 
He strode the world, in his day, like a 
Colossus ; a man of gigantic intellect, 
however worthless and depraved in moral 
»en3e. Conversing, one day, at St. 
Helena as his custom was, about the 
great men of antiquity, and comparing 
himself with them, he suddenly turned 
to one of his suit and asked him, " < 'an 
you tell me who Jesus Christ was?" 
The officer owned that he had not yet 
taken much thought of such things. 
" Well, then," said Napoleon, " I will 
tell you." He then compared Christ 
with himself and with the heroes of an- 
tiquity, and showed how Jesus far sur- 
passed them. " I think I understand 
somewhat of human nature," he con- 
tinued, "and I tell yon all these were 
men, and I am a man, but not one is 
like Him ; Jesus Christ was more than 
man. Alexander, Caesar, Charlemagne 
and myself founded great empires ; but 
upon what did the creation ot our gen- 
ius depend ? Upon force. Jeaus alone 
founded his empire upon love, and to 
this very day millions would die for 
him " " The gospel is no mere book," 
said he at another time, " but a living 
creature, with a vigor, a power, which 
conquers all that oppose it. Here lies 
the book of books upon the table [^touch- 
ing it reverently] ; I do not tire of read- 
ing it, and do so daily with equal pleas- 
ure. The soul, charmed with the beauty 
of the gospel, is no longer its own ; God 
possesses it entirely ; He directs its 
thoughts and faculties; it is His. What 
a proof of the divinity of Jesus Christ. 
Yet in this absolute sovereignty He has 
but one aim — the spiritual perfection of 
the individual, the purification of his 
conscience, hii union with what is true, 
the salvation of his soul. Men wonder 
at the conqests of Alexander, but here 
is a conqueror "who draws men to'Him- 
self for their lushest good ; who unites 
to ' Himself, incorpjrates into Himself, 
not a nation, but the whole human 
race ;»[— Geikie's Life and Words of 
Christ.

Thomas Maddox sends to the American 
Farmer the following timely suggestions 
lo his brother farmers : 

Leihig says "that in a soil where there 
is no sulphurie acid, clover will not 
grow." Ground plaster is the cheapest 
and most reliable mode of applying 
sulphuric acid to the soil. But many of 
our farmer use little or no plaster. This 
is one reason why clover faiis so olten. 

Our farmers do not prize clover ns it 
ought to be prized; enough clover is not 
sown; when sown it is not properly man- 
aged; it is grsz .-d too much. 

Trie value of clover, as a renovator, is 
in proportion to the growth of the stalk 
and the growth of the root. If the young 
dovT-r is tram:-ed by stocV, or gra«'.'d off, 
the devtlopment of the plant M hindered. 
If grrzed too clo-sely, clover, instead of 
renovating the soil, may prove to be au 
exhauster. 

Clover is a biennial plant ; it attains 
its fullest growth the second June alter 
sowing- -ia better than it is in the third 
or fourth, or any suVsequeht year. 

The shade of th* clover, or any 
uthrr -hade, preatly increases the pro- 
ductive power of the land ; the fuil- 
grown roots contribute probably evw 
mor? largely to the lenovation of the 
soil. It i-4 estimated that in a well-eet 
clover field there are three tons of clover 
root* to the acre. Early and close graz 
ing m*y and will prevent the growth ol 
the dalk and the root. 

The application of a bushel of plaster, 
a bushel of salt, a bushel of ashes, and 
one hundred pounds of ground bore to 
the ru-re, broadcast, before sowing wheat, 
or rye, or oats, would increase the grain 
crop, and secure a crop of clover. A 
larger quantity of asbej and bones would 
pay better. 

The Stock Journal estimates the value 
of timothy to clover hsy as eleven is to 
•i gfcl l HW , for the formation of fat. 

K'.ora one to rive bushels of clover- 
seed is made to the acre. Peter New- 
comer, a neighbor, made last year one 
hundred and fifty bushils of clover-seed 
on a farm of one hundred and fifty acres. 

There ore two varieties of clover. The 
larger, sapling variety, ripens about the 
10th July and, therefore, may be mixed 
with timothy for hay. The smaller 
variety ripens about the middle of June, 
when it ought to ba made into hay. after 
which, if not pastured, seed can be made. 
T<j make seed of the large clover it must 
not be grazed after the first of June. It 
is claimed that the large variety is the 
better fertilizer, beeMM the stalk is 
longer, the root is longer ; and the pas- 
ture is more valuable, because the second 
crop does not salivate horses. The second 
is the seed-producing crop of the smaller 
variety. 

If every acre of cleared land in ilary- 
iHnd were set in clover, and not grazed 
until the first crop of the second year 
was matured, the crops of wheat.of corn, 
of rye, of potatoes, and ot tobacco, would 
soon be doubled. The increase in the 
clover hay, and clover seed, in addition 
lo the increase of the other crops, would 
pay our farmers well. Clover is the 
cheapest, the most reliable of all fertili- 
zer?, and yet you may ride from farm to 
farm in some sections of our state and 
Ot see as much clover in ten miles as 
you ought to see in one. Our farmers 
"have, eyes, but they see not" the 
value of clover. 

Maryland is a clover state ; it ought to 
make clover-seed for export, yet our 
farmers send thousands of dollars every 
year out of the state to buy clover-seed.

The Englb-h 
crop has been doubled in forty years, 
and the proper use of clover would more 
than double the crop in our state, in less 
time, and make the poorest of fields " to 
bloom and blossom as the rose."

invested in clover, the western people in 
a f~w years would becoming to .Maryland 
to buy and to cultivate our kind and 
generous soil. 

Hogs fcr the South. 

On this subject the (Southern Planta- 
tion says : 

It is an easy matter now for our farm- 
to improve the breed of their hogs. We 
have recently seen several stocks of hogs 
where a beginning has been made ar d 
the improvements very apparent. We 
see scattered about in various places 
Iterkshires, I'oland-Chinas ; but few of 
them, however, are pnre and thorough 
bred. Farmers can now generally pro- 
cure these half breeders. We do not, 
however, recommend this plan. It is 
true that a grade of half breed Beri .-hire 
or Toland-China would be better than a 
scrub; but it will cost but little more 
to procure thoroughbred animals for 
breeders; and these with eur facilities 
for shipping can now be procured at 
-mail cost if they cannot be obtained in 
the immediate neighborhood. And 
we would recommend that, .where 
persons are able to do so, they 
procure a pair, so as to keep 
up the pure breed. Such a pair 
will soon furnish thoroughbred breeders 
for a large scope of country, and there is 
more profit in raising and selling them 
than there is in raising grades. The 
expense of the first pair will soon be re- 
turned ten-fold. We have lately had 
several inquiries for thoroughbred stock 
for breeders. From our observation we 
are inclined to think that we cannot do 
better than to raise the Berkshire and 

Poland- China. The Essex is a good hog ; 
and from what we have read of the 

Jersey-Reds we believe they are also a 
fine hog, especially so for those who wish 

lo raise large animals ; but we have no 
personal experience its to them, and 
therefore ?p?ak only from information. 

We know, however, that the other three 
kinds make fine crosses on our common 

tock.

Rotation ot Crops 
At a late meeting of a farmers' cltlb in 
New York state, a niernbnr Raid i " One 
difficulty with moat of iis is that we 
allow our driver fields to run too long 
.•cfbre we plow them up. Now. were I 
to suggest a method, ! would r_y mow 
the clowr early the first year, and cut a 
Crop of seed, and mow again early the 
next season, let the second crop of clover 
grow until the first of August, then turn 
it under a* perfectly as possible. Roll 
it, harrow and cultivate it thoroughly 
and sow it with wheat, and my opinion 
is that it %ill do better th-n summer 
fallow. My reason is, the soil is much 
lighter. By the decay of the clover 
roots wheat gets a good start in th« fall, 
and when summer comes and *ne dry 
weather we generally have j-«t before 
wheat fills the roots get down to the 
moist decayed clover, turned under and 
the heads ftil out beautifully, and the 
wheat will be very heavy. If you wish 
to plant with com there is no better field 
for that purpose than a good clover sod 
turned under. Follow your corn with 
barley, then with wheat and seed with 
clover. Try this method with one field 
and another with timothy: give each 
field the same quantity of fertilizers for 
t<m years and see which field will be in 
the best condition. With such a rota- 
tion of crops our land will improve with 
a crop every year, instead of losing one 
vearin four<-r five for fallowing.— [T B. 
Miner. __________ 

FIGHT WITH A TKOl'T. 



Thrilling Experience Ml the Adirondack Region 

Charles Dudley Warner writes as fol- 
lows to the Atlantic Monthly ; 

* * * While Luke launched my 
boat and arranged his seat in the stern, 
I prepared my rod and line. The rod is 
bamboo, weighing seven ounces, which 
has to be splic«d with a winding of silk 
thread every time it .Is used ; this is a 
tedicus process, but by fastening the 
joints in this way a uniform spring is 
secured in the rod ; no one devoted to 
high art would thiuk of using a socker 
joint. My line was forty yards of un- 
twisted silk upon a multiplying reel. 
The " leader "—I am very particular 
about my leaden — had been made to 
order from a domestic animal with 
which I had been acquainted. The 
fisherman requires as good a cat-gut as 
the violinist. The interior of the house 
cat, it is well known, is exceed- 
ingly sensitive ; but it may not be so 
well known that the reason why some 
cats leave the room in distress when 
a piano-forte is played, is because the two 
instruments are not in the same key, and 
the vibrations of the chords of the one 
are in discord with the cat-gut of the 
other. On six feetot this superior article 
I fixed three artificial flies; a simple 
brown hackie, a gray body with scarlet 
wings, and one of my own invention, 
which I thought would be new to the 
experienced fly catcher. The trout fly 
does not resemble any known species of 
insect. It i-» a "conventionalized" crea- 
tion, as we say of ornamentation. The 
theory is, that fly-fishing being a high 
art, the fly must not be a tame imitation 
of nature, but an arti-tic suggestion of 
it. It requires an artist to construct 
one; and not every bungler can take a 
bit of red flannel, a peacock's feather, a 
flash of tinsel thread, a cock's plume, a 
section of a hen's wing, and fabricate a 
tiny object that will not look like any 
fly, but still will suggest the universal 
conventional fly. 

I took my stand in the center of the 
tipsy boat, and Luke shoved off and 
slowly paddled towaids some lily pads, 
while I began casting, unlimbering my 
tools as it were.
